until dawn on Sunday. 
A fearful 


storm bad been raging on the gulf for 
several days and the tide was very 
high and on Saturday morning flooded 
that part of the city. On the other 
side the wind swept the water from the 
bay over the city. About the middle 
of the afternoon the waters of the bay 
and gulf met and by dark the whole 
city was submerged in from four to 
ten feet of water. 
v 


The weather bnre*a'lf rec8r'ds"*show~ 


that the wind was blowing at the rate 
of 84 miles an hour when the measur- 
ing instrument was blown away, so 
the greatest speed is not known. 
Eoofs, tanks, parts of buildings, tele- 
graph poles and walls were blown 
down. 
The wind and water rose 


steadily until about 2 o'clock Sunday 
morning, when they suddenly com- 
menced to subside and by morning the 
city was free from water. 


Only a few buildings escaped injury 


and the whole of tbe business front, 
for three blocks in from the gulf, was 
stripped of every vestige of habitation. 
Bight ocean steamers were stranded in 
the bay and a great number of schoon- 
ers, barges and smaller craft were 
wrecked. 
Launches, schooners and 


sloops were carried upon the mainland, 
some nine and ten miles. All the tele- 
graph lines on the island were destroyed 
and not a pole was left standing. 


On Tuesday martial law was de- 


clared in Galveato'n and a troop of 
United States soldiers, under command 
of Colonel McKibben, arrived from 
Fort Sam Houston the same day. Mon- 
day night four men were caught rob- 
bing the dead and were promptly shot 
by tbe citizens. 


As the ground was full of water it 


was impossible to dig trenches in 
which to bury the dead, so the officials 
got authority to bury the dead in the 
gulf. It was almost impossible to get 
men to handle the dead bodies and it 
was found necessary to compel tbe 
burial squads, at the point of guns, to 
perform their work. 
Some of the 


corpses were decaying in the streets. 
The hospital in Galveston was crowded 
to overflowing and the court house was 
then used for a hospital, 


A great many persons ware killed in 


other coast towns—one at Arcadia; 
sixteen at Hitchcock. Eeports have 
been received from fifty other towns 
where lives were lost and property 
destroyed.

tion on Tuesday asking aid from the 
citizens of the state for the destitute 
in Galveston. 


The loss of life at Galveston will ex- 


ceed 2,000 and for the whole region 
over 0,000. The loss in property de- 
stroyed will amount to $15,000,000. 


A party of ten men, who had been

of old Bedford county know how to 
make their visitors feel welcome and 
to make things pleasant and agreeable. 
I lived on the fat of the land while 
among them. 
Waffles and fried chick- 


en were a common things-dainties 
which preachers would envy. If any 
one wants a good time and good things 
to eat I would advise him to go to old 
Bedford county, for there people seem 
,to be happy. Their summer crops are 
good, they have plenty of fruit and 
are ahead of some of our western states 
in regard to their wheat crops, though 
they say the wheat crop is hardly a 
half crop. Ohio and Indiana have not 
made their seed out of their wheat 
crop this year. 


My homeward trip was through Cam- 


bria county, 
on to Pittsburg and 


through Ohio. Here I stopped off for 
a week, in Sanduaky county. Fremont 
is the county seat of Sandusky. This 
ia one of the best counties in the state 
for agriculturists. 
They have had a 


Sne crop of oats, averaging from 50 
to 80 bushels per acre, a good crop of 
corn and hay and an abundant crop of 
apples, peaches and plums. In an ad- 
joining town I saw .where farmers 
were bringing in apples in lots of a 
hundred bushels. They are shoveled in 
the cars and shipped to the vinegar 
factory. The farmers get a very low 
price for them, not over 8 or 10 cents 
per bushel. Skipping apples sell at 30 
cents per bushel. Peaches are plenti- 
ful and a great deal of cabbage is 
raised—acres and acres are planted. 
There are in the town of Clyde three 
sauerkraut factories and they make 
hundreds of barrels of kraut. Farmers 
are coming in with loads and loads of 
cabbage. 
I asked a man, What are 


you getting for your cabbage? He 
said, $3 per ton. The next question 
was, How many tons can you raise per 
acre ? The answer was, 25 tons per 
acre. Hundreds of acres are planted 
in 
sugar 
beets 
and 
extensive 


buildings for manufacturing 
sugar 


have been erected. The buildings and 
machinery will cost 
over 
8350,000. 


They sent to the old country for 00 
tons of beet seed and sold it to the 
farmers at 15 cents per pound and the 
farmer will make a good thing out of 
it. 


There was quite a sensation here in 


Sandusky caused by the death of a 
rich woman who died a week or so ago. 
"There was no casket to be had. They 
wired to several large cities, but none 
could be had, so they telegraphed to a 
Chicago firm and had one made to 
order and here are the dimensions: 
Seven feet long, 32 inches high, four 
feet wide. The casket and its contents 
weighed a half ton. There was no 
hearse to be found to receive the coffin 
They had telegraphed to Chicago to 
have a hearse built for the occasion, 
but on account of the severe hot weath- 
er it could not be done, so they used 
a furniture wagon with a flit bottom. 
The dead woman owned 1,500 acres of 
land and a great deal of money.

Carl Schurz Rebukes the Secretary 


For Spreading 


F A L S E 
A L A R M S . 


Tlio Eminent New lork Statesman Em- 


phatically Denteg That the Danger Set 


Forth By the Chicaguau Extatn. 


Carl Schuvz, of New York, has writ- 


ten the following open letter to Secre- 
tiry Gage concerning- a recent pessi- 


listie interview given out by the sec- 


retary oJ the treasury: 


'Dear Sir:—The newspapers cf Au- 


gust 30 published an interview with 
you in which you were quoted as say- 
ing that 'there is no doubt Mr. Bryan, 
if elected president, could order his 
secretary of the treasury to make pay- 
ment in silver of all the public debt 
payable in coin, and for all current 
disbursements of the government as 
well, which amount to 51,500,000 to 
SI,750,000 per day; and that he would 
give such an order, too,is very certain, 
if he is in the same mind that he was 
in ISO1!.' You went on to say that, 
although Mr. Bryan 'would have great 
difficulty in doing that at once,' owing 
to the smill silver resources of the 
governrnsnt, yet he might accomplish 
it in time, as the mere announcement 
of such a purpose 'would stop the in- 
flow of gold, or at least very largely 
diminish payments in gold and corres- 
pondingly increase payments into the 
treasury of silver and silver certifi- 
evtes,' that this would practically put 
the government on a silver basis, ruin 
its credit and bring incalculable dis- 
aster upon the business interests of 
the country. 


"Having for a great many years 


taken a deep and somewhat active in. 
terest in the establishment of a sound 
monetary system in the United States, 
I may without impropriety publicly 
address to you a few remarks in reply 
to your public statement. I emphat- 
ically deny, Mr. Secretary, that the 
danger set forth by you in your inter- 
views really 
exists, and that any 


president will ba able to do what you 
say might be done, unless the Kepub 
liean party in control of the govern- 
ment in both its legislative and ex- 
ecutive branches, prove itself utterly 
dishonest in its professed purpose to 
maintain the gold standard. 


"This denial is not based upon the 


reasoning of those of your critics who 
seek to show by figures that a presi- 
'deat, desiring ever so much to put the 
country upon a silver basis, would 
laik the means for doing so. On the 
contrary, for argument's sake, I will 
aecspt all you say on that point. 
But 


you omit to mention a fact of decisive 
importance. 


"If the executive, as you say, pos- 


sjsses the discretion of 'paying silver 
in settlement of all interest on the 
public debt not specifically payable in 
gold, and of making its daily disburse- 
ments to its creditors in silver,' it is 
owing to a flaw in the currency law 
passed at the last session of congress— 
a law which, as the spokesman of the 
Rspublican party promised, was to 
put the gold standard upon an im- 
pregnable basis. It was suggested at 
the time by some of its critics that 
this law was purposely so manipulated 
by Republican politicians in the sen- 
ate as to leave the possibility of the 
subversion of the gold standard by 
executive action open in order to en- 
able the Republicans in the present 
presidential campaign to say that the 
election of a Kspublican president was 
absolutely necessary to save the gold 
standard- and 
to prevent 
dreadful 


economic disaster. Whether any such 
scheme entered into that legislation I 
do not assume to determine. Certain 
it is, however, that this feature of the 
law is now so used, and that you, Mr. 
Secretary, actually do so use it for the 
evident purpose of alarming the busi- 
ness community and the possessing 
classes generally. 


"I hardly need to say to you that 


the spreading of false alarms of this 
kind is a very questionable and re- 
sponsible thing for anybody, and espe- 
cially for a secretary of the treasury. 
And I call your prediction of the possi- 
bilities specified by you, and of the dis- 
asters sure to follow, a false alarm for 
a very simple reason. Whoever may 
be elected president on November 0, 
there will be another session of con- 
gress before he will take ofiice on 
March 4, 1901. The Republicans will 
have strong majorities in both houses 
of that congress. Tne executive, too, 
will be in their hands. 


"They will, therefore, be able to 


make such laws as they please. 
They 


will thus have full power and ample 
opportunity before the inauguration of 
the next president to pass any legisla- 
tion required to make it utterly impos- 
sible for any president to break down 
the gold standard in the way you, Mr. 
Secretary, describe in your interview. 
A simple enactment in two or three 
lines substantially providing that ii 
shall be the duty of the secretary of 
the treasury to pay in gold or silv 
at the option of the creditor, all kinds 
of indebtedness of the United States 
now payable in coin, may be sufficient. 
And if there should be another flaw in 
tb.3 present law dangerous to the gold 
standard in any other way, you, Mr 
Secretary, able "financier as you are 
will surely detect it, and find a legis 
lative remedy and have it ready in the 
shape of a well-matured bill to be sub- 
mitted to congress at the opening of 
the session. In short, the Republicans, 
controlling both the legislative and the 
executive branches of the government, 
will, next winter, have ample power 
and opportunity to do what they ough 
to have done at the last session—put 
the currency law in such a shape that 
the gold standard cannot possibly be 
shaken by executive action, no matter 
who may ojcupy the presidential chair 
—and thus remove, to that extent a! 


least, the basis of our monetary sys 
tern from the changeful game of pa.rty 
politics. 


"Do you see any reason for doubting 


that congress at its next session will 
do this? 
It is quite evident that, i: 


there is any substance at all in your 
predictions of disaster, the Republicans 
in congress cannot refuse to do ii 
without proving that the professed 
solicitude of the Republican party for 
the maintenance of the gold standard 
is arrant hypocrisy. But if there be 
any wavering I am convinced public 
opinion will, in case of necessity, com- 
pel them to take the necessary steps. 


"You will thus have to admit, Mr. 


Secretary, that when yon sounded 
your note of alarm you had overlooked 
the most important fact that you and 
your party friends, that is, the Repub- 
lican majority in congress, led by the 
administration of which you form so 
influential a part, will Ije able easily

ness to the business community, which 
should not be unnecessarily disquieted, 
especially not by those in authority. 
I am sure many of your fellow-citizens 
are anxious to know what you may have 
to say on this aspect of the situation.

around the sacrificial monuments on 
the blood-stained sides of San Juan 
Hill, or at the eastern gate of the great 
wall which has been China's defense for 
ages against the incursions of the Tar- 
tar hordes that called the barren plains 
of Manchuria their home and who
